Upon motion of Councilman Blankenship seconded by Councilman Honaker to amend the
2014/2015 Budget to cover the purchase of a new Pumper Truck in the with a full
prepayment in the amount of $497,829.54. Mayor Turner called for a vote. Motion carried
unanimously.

e Presented council with a draft copy of the 2015/2016 Budget for their review and advised
them to contact Tracy, Terry or him with any questions.

City Administrator’s Comments:

e Stated that the first phase of the Gloria Terrell Road Project has been completed.

e He will be bidding out on June 11" for the second portion of Gloria Terrell, Feldman
Lane and Brigadier Court.

e SWEMS has not approved a budget at this time but they will continue to give the city
$40,000.00 to offset the paramedic pay.

e He will also be bidding out on June 11 the next phase of the bike trail which connects the
trail from the city building to Frederick’s Landing.
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e Licking Pike Sewer Project field work is complete and final drawings will be sent to the
Sanitation District.
